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Part III STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This office action is in response to the request for RCE filed on 2/16/07. Claims 
23-26 and 28-34 are being allowed over the prior art of record. In view of Applicant's 
amendment(s) to the claims and arguments, pending claims are being allowed over the 
prior art of record. Prosecution on the merits is closed in this application. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach, or suggest the claimed limitations of (in combination 
with all other features in the claims), a processing apparatus connectable to LAN or a 
method of controlling a data processing apparatus connectable to a LAN having 
an identification unit, adapted to obtain user information about a user for whom the 
image data received by said receiver was received; a transfer unit, adapted to transfer the 
image data received by said receiver to be printed by said printer from said data 
processing apparatus to a terminal connected to the LAN through the LAN when it is 
impossible to store the image data in said storage unit without printing the image based 
on the image data received by said receiver by said printer; a generation unit, adapted to 
generate a predetermined notification, based on the user information obtained by said 
identification unit, to notify the user that the image data has been transferred by said 
transfer unit from the destination to another destination, the notification including 
information indicating the terminal to which the image data is transferred by said transfer 
unit; and a sending unit, adapted to send the predetermined notification generated by said 
generation unit to the user corresponding to the user information obtained by said 
identification unit as mail, as now recited in the independent claims..
